rrcsh from a two-day conference 
at Detroit late in December at 
which 2.700 delegates representing 
military and educational authorities 
placed themselves on record in 
lavor of extending and sUcnglhen- 
ing the United SUtes sport program 
as a war contribution, the balding, 
broad-shouldered athletic chief 
needed only a few words to get his 
message across. 

Almost as soon as he had finifhcd, 
the delegates endorsed his sugges- 
tion that the Eastern Union take the 
lead for all sport bodies in the Do- 
minion by naming a five-man com- 
mittee to interview Defence Min- 
ister James Layton Ralston. Pur- 
pose: to find out just what the gov- 
ernment thinks about sports in war- 
time. 

If sports-minded students in 
Canadian universities hoped this 
week for restoration of some of 
their normal athletic privileges, 
Burrldge and the tour others on the 
committee, must have inspired that 
wistful thinking. . . . 
Something's Cooking 

This department has run into 
nothing but grief in its attempts to 
obtain official reactions on the pro- 
posal by the medical society of the 
University of Toronto medical stu- 
dents in the last three years of their 
courses be permitted to enlist in 
medical units of the three fighting 
services. . . . 

Calls to the National Defence De- 
partment and the National War 
Services Department produced only 
the comment that the proposition is 
tjeing studied by the government. . . 

And an interview with Brig. R. M. 
Gorssline, chief of the Defence De- 
partment's medical services, brought 
the rejoinder: "There's absolutely 
nothing I can say for publication on 
this thing now . . ." 

Prom the official silence it would 
be safe to surmise the boys in meds 
have stirred up a lot of thought . . . 
a hopeful sign is that every gov- 
ernment spokesman seems to have 
heard all about It.

When Parliament prorogued yes- 
terday to open a new session it 
brought to an end the longest ses- 
sion in the history of Canada's Par- 
liament—a session that has been go 
ing on, with adjournments, since

Even Greater Ticket Sale 
Needed If Red Cross Dance 
To Realize $400 Objective 



Big Preparations Call 
For Capacity Crowd 

Ticket Sale, Though Good 
Not Yet Good Enough 

Preparations for the Red 
Cross Informal, to be held to- 
morrow night in the Union, arc 
on such a large scale that only 
a capacity crowd will enable the 
AVar Council to give the Red 
Cross the $400.00 they have 
been guaranteed. Although ticket 
snlp.« have been good up to now, 
judged by ordinary standards, it 
is doubtful if they will reach the 
objective nt llic prcjcnl rate. It 
is stressed, however, that this is 
due to an imperfect realization 
of the .^izc and importance of the 
dance, and not lack of interest 
on the part of the students. 

The McGill War Council, in ac- 
cordance with government regula- 
tions, guaranteed the Red Cross 73 
per cent of the proceeds of the 
dance. It was found that the mini- 
mum expense allotment would be 
$130.00, which meant that the dance 
must realize over $500.000 to fulfil 
the guarantee. This in turn means 
an attendance ot at least 330 
couples. 

Union to Accommodate 330 

The McGill Union, to accommo- 
date this record attendance, agreed 
to prepare both the ball-room and 
the reading-room for dancing. Eddie 
Alexander's orchestra will play at 
the function. Refreshments will be 
served in the Union Cafeteria. 

The chairman of the Dance Com- 
mittee, in urging the students to 
make every effort to attend the 
dance, pointed out that the Red 
Cross Informal Is not an ordinary 
dance, and that the sale of tickets 
cannot be judged by ordinary stand 
ards. When the students realize 
this, the informal is bound to be a 
success. Tickets, which are selling 
at $1.S0 a couple, may be obtained 
at the Union Tuck Shop, from Bill 
Gentleman in the Arts Building. 
Fred Barton In the Engineering 
Building, Mr. Marshall in the Medi 
cal Building and from members of 
the committee.

Scott Urges 
Greater Effort 

Necessity for 
Nationalism in 
Canada Stressed 



More independence for Canada, 
was urged by Prof. F. R. Scott of 
McGill University Tuesday night 
when speaking on "The Name and 
Status of Canada" to the St James 
Literary Society. 

Considering the development in 
Canada of national stature since the 
outbreak of the war, he declared 
that a more nationalistic spirit was 
necessary. As powerful a nation as 
Canada should be able to amend Its 
own constitution; it should Interpret 
that constitution in its own courts, 
and have Its own flag, and other 
symbols of Independence, he held. 

Canada's productive powers have 
been enormously increased and if 
not put to good use after the war 
it will only be because of the 
lalsscz-falrc attitude of capitalism 
Prof. Scott went on to say that in 
all events Canada must take her 
place in plans for world economic 
collaboration and only from realiza- 
tion of her responsibilities as a 
nation will come the leadership 
necessary in Canada.

On Canada's Student Effort 



Members of the Daily Masthead 
will shortly begin work on a Ques- 
tionnaire sent to all Canadian 
Campus papers by the Canadian 
University Press. Replies from this 
questionnaire will be studied and 
analyzed, and the final Information 
will be issued through the Canadian 
Press to metropolitan newspapers 
throughout the nation in a aeries of 
stories on the Canadian Campus war 
effort 

This action was decided at the 
Regional Conference of the Can- 
adian University Press which took 
place at McGill Dec. 20-23. The 
Dally was host to representatives 
from Toronto and Queens. 

It was recognized at this confer- 
ence that the most effective step 
which university newspapers could 
take would be to gather complete In- 
formation for a full picture of how 
the war has affected university life, 
even though campus papers have, 
since the beginning of the war, ex- 
changed many news stories con- 
cerning the universities' war effort 

The questionnaire, sent to the 16 
member papers of the Canadian 
University Press from the head of- 
fice in Toronto^ includes 13 auea- 



tions. Concerning primarily the stu- 
dent viewpoint, nevertheless ,qiiite 
some 'attention is given to the work 

of the separate faculties, action 
taken by the authorities in regard 
to academic courses; the speeding 
up and shortening of studies, and 
the training provided by the univer- 
sities for servicemen. 

Other 'questions' request complete 
Information on the organization of 
the student war effort the number 
of enlistments from the undergradu- 
ate body, the aniount and extent of 
Women's War "Training, and the ef- 
fect of the war on the sports situa- 
Uon. 

Some general questions request 
comparisons of war and peacetime 
coilcge atmosphere, difficulties In- 
volved in a more complete effort 
from the. college students, and de- 
scriptions of any special drives that 
have taken place on Canadian 
Campuses In aid of the war effort. 

Another regional conference of 
the -Western student newspapers 
took place In Edmonton over the 
Christmas holidays. Representatives 
attended from the Universities ot 
Alberta, Saskatchewan, and British 
Columl^i

Subject of Talk

Lecture Tonight 



A new series of lectures on as- 
tronomy will conunence tonight In 
the McGill Physics Building, an- 
nounced Daniel P. ' Gilmor, K.C., 
president of the Montreal Branch of 
the Royal Astronomical Society.

Christianity 
Is Discussed 

Held Opposed 
To Marxism 
By Speaker 

Speaking to the Philosophical 
Society last night on "Christianity 
and Marxism," William Goldberg 
came to the conclusion that the two 
were incompatible. Christian Marx- 
ists, he declared, arc guilty of In- 
consistency when they argue that 
Christianity as a faith and Marxism 
as a philosophy arc compatible. 

"In combining Christianity and 
Marxism,'V he said, "they have 
achieved some new faith which is 
an adulteration of both." 

The speaker outlined the salient 
features of both Christianity and 
Marxism. The Marxist, he pointed 
out is a dialectical materialist and 
upholds the primacy of matter. 
"Spiritual forces apart from mat 
ter are unthinkable" to a Marxist. 

"For the Christian however," 
Goldberg declared, "the spiritual 
life Is viUI." The Christian, he 
showed, believes in an Absolute 
Spirit ;"from which all things 
material :tBlce their origin. It Is from 
this Spirit that man derives such 
absolute values as love, truth and 
God, the speaker said. 

The Marxists regard the human 
being, Goldberg declared, as a pro-

The International Labour Office 
which last year moved from 
Geneva, and is now housed at Mc- 
Gill is in composition a virtual 
League of NaUons. No less than 
22 countries are represented in this 
group all working toward a com- 
mon goal. 

Switzerland. Spain. Cuba, Holland, 
Turkey, China. India, Norway, 
Lithuania, New Zealand. Denmark, 
Peru, Luxembourg, Brazil; Belgium, 
Ciechoslovakia, Chile, Argentine, 
Mexico, England, the United States 
and Canada, are all represented. 

Every worker in the l.L.O. has 
some special linguistic abilities, and 
each contributes to make up what 
Is one ot the most multilingual or- 
ganizations in the world. English, 
Frcqch, and Spanish are spoken by 
almost all the members. 

Marion Rankin, a Scottish woman, 
heads the list of language experts. 
She has been with the l.L.O. for the 
past 20 years and can speak and 
write twelve languages. As editor 
of the office's Legislative Series, 
she is responsible for the quarterly 
and yearly publication of a digest 
of the most Important social legis- 
lation enacted in all countries re- 
gardless of membership in tt^e 
organization. Miss Rankin gathers 
her information from all parts of 
the world, selects her material from 
a flood of releases, and edits it for 
the publications, * 



The spirit and name of Sadie 
Hawkins, in a modified form, 
iiavc been restored to wliat had 
been known as Turnabout Time. 
Tlie return was tlic result of a 
meeting of the Women's Union 
yc.«tcrday afternoon, and it was 
greeted witii expressions of joy 
and approval. However, ' the 
foreshortened period of activity 
was unanimously agreed upon. 

The discussion of the mcetinj? 
centred on the questions of 
wiictiicr the co-eds sliould slide 
l)y the clioscn name for their 
sprccing days, witit all tlic en- 
suing implications; and as to 
how long it should be. 

Before any motions were pre- 
sented and any decisions reached, 
there were some questions asked on 
what effect the meeting of the 
Student's Society could have on 
plans made by the Union. Jean 
Mitchell pointed out that "any de- 
cision that we come to doesn't af> 
feet them in the least" and a mem« 
her of the execuUve added • that 
"anything they come to. doesn't af< 
feet us." 

The debate on the aptness of the 
name of "Turnabout Time" began:: 
one coed complained that there was 
nothing to take the place ot Sadie 
Hawkins as a personality to be as- 
sumed by each coed "Arc we sup- 
posed to call ourselves Tille Turn- 
abouts?" she protested. Then the 
discussion waxed on this point— 
and many coeds showed themselves 
disturbed in the evident "turnabout" 
idea— that they were supposed to 
ask only boys who had asked them 
out to make the return "sporting" 
gesture, and not supposed to turn to 
newer fields. It was shown then, 
that it was the general idea ot 
"turnabout" that had been thought 
of. 

Sylvia Grove then explained that 
the new tactics had been suggested 
as a way of making the week— or 
half-week— more attractive; and 
that it was the new publicity angle 
that had caused the real confusion.* 
It was agreed after discussion thai 
due to the amount of this confusion 
arising from the change, and for 
the general strength of the publicity 
angle, it was suggested that the 
name of Sadie Hawkins be restored. 
Her spirit Is to live on. but toned 
down, from a spirit of chase, as it 
was decided, into a spirit of fun. 

It was accepted unanimously 
after argument that Sadie Hawkins 
week remain this year as short and 
snappy as It was planned, extend- 
ing from Tuesday to Thursday. Not . 
only should the war curtail any 
riotous spending of money, but the' 
effect of a long, drawn-out period 
loses Its tang and general appeal,: 
as several co-eds showed. 

A recommendation to the Daily 
was passed "that the get-your-man 
attitude angle be soft-pedalled, and 
that stress be on the friendly atmo* 
sphere of girls having their way 
about dates during this period." 
After all, as mcml>crs pointed put. 
It's the girls who do the paylnft^ 
and the asking, and it's they who' 
should decide the attitude that 
should prevail.

I Before this session gets very far, we 
fôpe some definite action on the question 
|of. conscription will be taken. Slow-mov 
'ing Ottawa, it seems, will not take any 
action unless its hand is forced by public 
pressure. From all indications, there'll be 
a national referendum on the matter be- 
fore the question is settled. 

Conscription, in this day and age 
means to thinking persons Sclèctive Serv- 
ive. ... We have had occasion to believe, 
in the past, that our government is not 
composed entirely of thinking persons. . . 
If the opposite were the case, we would 
not have occasion to write editorials call 
ing for selective service. 

The campuses make up one rather sub 
stantial part of this nation, and we believe 
it has been well established, at least on this 
campus, that we want and need selective 
service. Why we need it has been fully 
enough explained in these columns already. 
But the university students are gelling 
tired of waiting; they're getting tired of 
hearing explanations of their two-fold 
duties; they're getting tired of figuring out 
for themselves the best course to follow 
when on the one hand the nation demands 
their services in the armed forces, and on 
the other hand with equal vigor pleads for 
their continuation of the preparation for 
"tomorrow's leadership." They arc, in 
fact, getting pretty cynical about the 
whole thing. 

ction on this question is needed soon 
universities and their students are prac 
tically helpless to progress in any way, anc 
already many American universities have 
taken drastic and commendable steps tha i 
might well be followed by Canadian uni 
versities. 

As Parliament opens, we ask Just one 
thing— a clean page for the universities; a 
clear, definite statement from the govern' 
ment of the students' duties, status, am 
importance in all phases of national life. I . 
. shouldn't be too much of an order to fill 
It's our fond hope that this question wil 
definitely be settled, but it's now up to 
Ottawa to tell- us whether our hopes are 
fond or futile.

McGILL STniNG QUARTET. 
In the fourth of . its series of six chamber 
music concerts under Montreal Festivals, to be 
given on January 20th In the Prince of y^ales 
Salon. Windsor Hotel, the McGllI String 
Quartet' win include In its program a group of 
ten songs of French Canada with Jeanne Des- 
, jardins as guest soloist and Mario Thérèse 
Paquln assisting the quartet at the piano. 

It is not generally known that the songs of 
French Canada have attracted the attention ol 
composers In many countries outside the Prov- 
ince of Quebec Admirable arrangements have 
been made by such illustrious men In the world 
of musical composition as Emile Vulllermoz of 
France: Sir HaroW" Boulton and Sir Henry 
Sommerwell of England, the late Edward Sapir 
of Yale University and another American, G. 
A. Grant-Schaefer; Dr. Healy Willan. English- 
born, but Canadian by adopUon. also such 
English speaking Canadians as Sir Ernest Mac- 
millan, John Murray Gibbon, Leo Smith, Dr. 
Alfred E. Whitehead and many more. 

It is impossible to know how many concert 
singers have included these songs of French 
Canada on their programs. We do know that 
Albani, the liUIe Chambly girl, sang them with 
tremendous success In London, and Introduced 
them to the English counties. Fascinated by 
their unusual features, the great artist Yvette 
Gulibert conferred fame on them on more than 
one continent. Eva Gauthier introduced them 
to American audiences, and the ScotUsh-bom 
Canadian singer, Mme. Jeanne Dusseau always 
Included them on her programs In England and 
Scotland. In 1931 Lesley Holmes gave a scries 
of Canadian folk song concerts in Wigmore 
Hall, London, where many of the arrangements 
were made by Alfred Laliberte of Montreal. 

These folic songs of French Canada were 
once a feature of the dally life of the people. 
They went with the furtradera on their early 
exploraUons, enlivened the work of the lumber- 
jack and the raftsman. Threshing moved to 
the rhythm of work tunes and so did spinning, 
weaving, beating the wash and rocking the 
cradle. Children, mothers, lovers, workers, 
drinkers, all had their songs. In the past fifteen 
years over 6,700 of these songs have been re- 
cordcdiby Marius Barbeau, E. Z. Masslcotle, 
Adelafd'tambert, A. Godbout, Gustave Lane- 
tot, and Father ArsenaulL 

Songs to be sung by Miss Desjardins include 
settings by Sir Ernest Macmillan, Dr. Heally 
WiUan, Oscar O'Brien, Alfred Laliberte, Lionel 
Daunais, and Emile VulUermoz.

MeCuaIr Addresses Queen*. 



Dr. McCualg explained that the 
subject of Mental Hygiene reached 
into nearly every phase of life to- 
day, including medicine, economics 
and social legislation.^Tbe^ubJcct, 
he said, could be'deflne^^as the 
prevention of maladjustments In 
personalities by the development ot 
emotional control and logical think- 
ing. 

Mental disorders may arise from 
two sources, one in which the 
brain suffers from actual disease or 
injury, and another arising entirely 
in the mental field without'any ap- 
parent change taking place in the 
brain. The factors governing men- 
tal health, he stated, are heredity, 
environment and the individual con- 
stitution. 

Menial Disorder 

Hie speaker further explained 
that a mental disorder reaches 
crisis only after a long period ol 
time. Often a patient feels that 
something is wrong but is afraid to 
consult a psychiatrist for reasons of 
his own. Rather than flght the dis 
order logically, the patient resorts 
to such action as seclusion or in- 
validism. To combat the barrier 
erected against him, the psychiatrist 
must first gain the confidence of the 
patient before he can begin a cure. 
Or. McCuaig stated that psychiat- 
rists use persuasion, suggestion and 
hypnosis as their tools. The speaker 
Illustrated his talk with several 
true life cases he had met himseU. 

Dr.' Krothov, who Introduced Dr. 
McCualg, pointed out the import- 
ance of study in the field of Mental 
Hygiene, and said that man's ana- 
tomy and physiology were not sue-
